BANK GUARD KILLS 


TWO ROBBERS AND 


Father of Man Killed in 
Previous Robbery Shoots 
Pair at South Holland, 
III. With Game Rifle. 


TO EXPECT HOLDUP 


Volunteers Stationed Out- 
side Wound One, but 
His Companions Pull 
Him Into Auto.

SOUTH HOLLAND, Ill., May 25. 
—One bank robber was killed, one 
fatally wounded, another wounded 
and three were put to flight today 
when they walked into the range 
of a bank guard seeking to avenge 
the death of his son at the hands of 
a gang. The robber who died of 
his wounds in a hospital this after- 
noon was identified as Benjamin 


Toccio, 19 years old. 
The robber slain in the bank was 


identified as John Gozzi, and one 
dumped in front of a hospital as 
Isadore Pincus, Gazzi had a record 
as a petty thief. 

Toccio had been arrested pre- 
viously for larceny and murder, 

Jacob de Young fired from a big 
game rifle into the raiding squad 
of five when it descended on the 
South Holland Trust & Savings 


Bank a few hours after two police- 
men had been slain by gangsters 
near Gary, Ind., not far away. 


Bank Robbed Feb. 10. 


The five holdup men, masked with 
handkerchiefs, walked into a trap. 
The bank was robbed on Feb: 10, 
when robbers found Peter de Young, 
30 years old, taking his father’s 
place as guard and killed him out- 
right, Since then the town of 1800, 
south of Chicago, and west of Gary, 
had been on the alert. 

Police Chief Lagestee saw the 
carload of rob cruising past the 
bank today. e told De Young 
and Cashier Milton H. Waterman 
and called for volunteers. They 
took up stations outside the. bank, 
armed with rifles, shotguns and pis- 
tols. The robbers stopped at the 
bank just after opening time. 

Three entered, their leader armed 
with a sawed-off shotgun. He 
shoved it at Milton H., and Charles 
E. Waterman, the cashier and pres- 
ident. Both dropped to the floor. 


De Young Shoots Two. 

De Young dropped the leader. A 
second robber was climbing a bank 
partition, leading to the vaults. 
De Young picked him off. The rob- 
ger’s revolver fired, wild. The third 
man fled. 

The volunteers, one armed with 
a rifle, opened fire at the fugitive, 
at a mate guarding the door with 
a machine gun, and at the fifth, 
waiting in the car. One collapsed. 
His two companions hauled him 
into the car by the coat collar and 
drove away with the wounded 
man’s legs dangling from the car. 
Chief Lagestee thinks that the 
men were the same men who robbed 
the bank in February. 

A wounded youth left in front of 
the Jefferson Park Hospital in 
Chicago, later gave his name _ as 
Isadore Pincus, 20 years old. He was 
weak from loss of blood and attend- 
ants said his condition was serious. 
Pincus muttered that he had been 
shot by “Sammy Cohen” in a fight 
over a girl. The police, however, 
said he matched the description of 
one of the robbers, and that he had 
been taken from a car similar to 
that of the robbers. » 

Guard’s Story of Shooting. 

De Young said: “It’s not a com- 
fortable thought to realize that 
you’ve killed a man, but it’s some 
satisfaction for. the fine son that 
you’ve had shot down without 
warning and without a chance even 
to surrender, much less to fight 
“When Peter was-killed Feb. 10, 
I made up my mind that, if I ever 
met any bank bandits, it would be 
me or othem. But when Police 
Chief Lagestee told: me they were 
in town and looked like they might 
be going to rob the bank, I wasn’t 
thinking of revenge. It was my 
duty to protect this bank and that’s 
all I was trying to do.

LAMONT SETTLES 
INCOME TAX SUT 


Pays Full Amount of Deficien- 
cy With Interest and 
Penalties.

WASHINGTON, May 25. — The 
Department of Justice has settled 
its income tax suit against Thomas 
S. Lathont of New York, partner 
in the firm of J. P. Morgan & Co. 
The department said the case was 
among several settled this week by 


acceptance of a voluntary offer of 
payment of the full amount of the 
deficiency tax together with inter- 
est and penalties. 

In the Senate banking investiga- 
tion of J. P. Morgan & Co., the 
youthful member of the firm was 
called to the stand to explain sales 
made to his wife which showed, 
losses and represented deductions 
from taxable income. 

Officials déclined to state the 
amount involved in the case which 
under law must be held confiden- 
tial. 

The action against Lamont was 
anhnoun at the same time as that 
against Andrew W. Mellon, former 
Secretary of the Treasury; Thomas 
Sidlo, law partner of Newton D. 
Baker, and James J. Walker, for- 
mer Mayor of New York City. , 

A Pittsburgh grand jury recent- 
ly refused to indict Mellon. Sidlo

Foristel, one of the best known 
lawyers in St. Louis, made by a 
client to the St. Louis Bar Associa- 
tion and presented to the court by 
the association’s Committee on 
Grievances. 

If he should find the complaint 
substantiated he would have power 
to remove Foristel’s name from the 
roll of attorneys eligible to prac- 
tice in the Federal Court of this 
district. 

The former client is John  C. 
Scrivner, 59-year-old farmer and in- 
yentor, of Gerald, Mo., who in Jan- 
vary, 1926, retained Foristel to rep- 
resent him in Kis $200,000 claim 
against the Amérié&m Car & Foun- 
dry Co. fot alleged Breach of con- 
tract for use of his patented hydro- 
carbon furnace. 

Complaint, Inquiry, Action, 

Foristel filed suit against the 
company for Scrivner and won a 
judgment for $290,000, including in- 
terest and attorneys’ fees, but the 
company appealed to the State 
Supreme Court and the case even- 
tually was settled for $50,000. Em- 
bittered over the division of the 
settlement, which he said left him 
only about $9400 in cash and $7000 
in credit on obligations, Scrivner 
went to the Bar Association and 
related that Judge Faris had 
termed his conduct in the case a 
“constructive fraud” on Federal 
Court. 

The Grievance Committee inves- 
tigated .the record, heard Foristel 
in one of its executive meetings 
and made its report to Judge Faris 
in chambers. . 

As there is no pertinent Federal 
statute, the right to act comes 
fom the old common law that a 
Court has the inherent power to 
regulate the bar.

SOUTH HOLLAND, Ill., May 25. 
—One bank robber was killed, one 
fatally wounded, another wounded 
and three were put to flight today 
when they walked into the range 
of a bank guard seeking to avenge 
the death of his son at the hands of 
a gang. The robber who died of 
his wounds in a hospital this after- 
noon was identified as ‘Benjamin 


Toccio, 19 years old. 
The robber slain in the bank was 


identified as John Gozzi, and one 
dumped in front of a hospital as 
Isadore Pincus. Gazzi had a record 
as a petty thief. 

Toccio had been arrested pre- 
viously for larceny and murder. 

Jacob de Young fired from a big 
game rifle into the raiding squad 
of five when it descended on the 
South Holland Trust & Savings 


Bank a few hours after two police- 
men had been slain by gangsters 
near Gary, Ind., not far away. 


Bank Robbed Feb. 10. 


The five holdup men, masked with 
handkerchiefs, walked into a trap. 
The bank. was robbed on Feb. 10, 
when robbers found Peter de Young, 
30 years old, taking his father’s 
place as guard and killed him out- 
right, Since then the town of 1800, 
south of Chicago, and west of Gary, 
had been on the alert. 

Police Chief Lagestee saw the 
carload of robbers cruising past the 
bank today. He told De Young 
and Cashier Milton H. Waterman 
and called for volunteers. They 
took up stations outside the. bank, 
armed with rifles, shotguns and pis- 
tols. The robbers stopped at the 
bank just after opening time. 

Three entered, their leader armed 
with a sawed-off shotgun. He 
shoved it at Milton H., and Charles 
E. Waterman, the cashier and pres- 
ident. Both dropped to the floor. 


De Young Shoots Two. 


De Young dropped the leader. A 
second robber was climbing a bank 
partition, leading to the vaults. 
De Young picked him off.- The rob- 
ger’s revolver fired, wild. The third 
man fled. 

The volunteers, one armed with 
a rifle, opened fire at the fugitive, 
ata mate guarding the door with 
a machine er one at the fifth, 
waiting in the . One collapsed. 
His two companions hauled him 
into the car by the coat collar and 
drove away with the wounded 
man’s legs dangling from the car. 

Chief Lagestee thinks that the 
men were the same men who robbed 
the bank in February. 

A wounded youth left in front of 
the Jefferson Park Hospital in 
Chicago, later gave his name _ as 
Isadore Pincus, 20 years old. He was 
weak from loss of blood and attend- 
ants said his condition was serious. 
Pincus muttered that he had been 
shot by “Sammy Cohen” in a fight 
over a girl The police, however, 
said he matched the description of 
one of the robbers, and that he had 
been taken from a car similar to 
that of the robbers. 

Guard’s Story of Shooting. 

De Young said: “It’s-not a com- 
fortable thought to. realize that 
you've killed a man, but it’s some

No one was reported wounded by 
the bullets immediately. 

Two truckloads of soldiers were 
dispatched to Jackson street near 
the interurban station and the po- 
lice station to disperse a crowd of 
500 which had chased Stephen Kar- 
dox, an Auto-Lite worker, from the 
riot zone. 

Police Rescue Worker. 

Police rescued Kardox after he 
had run to the downtown district 
from the riot area with the mob 
chasing him. Kardox had been 
beaten severely and stripped of 
clothing and was almost nude when 
he appeared in the downtown dis- 
trict. 

“We're going back to get help, 
and we'll come back here and strip 
you,” the rioters shouted at the mi- 
litia as they sullenly departed.

tutionality of the National Indus- 


trial Recovery Act was filed by 
District Attorney Blanton in Fed- 
eral Judge Davis’ court today at 
the beginning of a hearing on an 
injunction suit brought by How- 
ard’s Cleaners, Inc., a chain clean- 
ing concern, 

The company, which was ordered 
to surrender its Blue Eagle last 
Feb. 24, because of price cutting, 
and fined $500 in Police Court last 
Monday for false advertising be- 
‘cause of its claith that it observed 
wage and hour provisions of the 
cleaning code, asks that Blanton 


and Robert K. Ryland, NRA Com- 
pliange Director, be enjoined from 
enforcing the code. 

It claims the NIRA is unconstitu- 
tional and also that it does not 
apply to it because the company 
is engaged only in intrastate busi- 
ness not affecting interstate com- 
merce. 


“Emergency Measure.” 
The answer, after defending the 
constitutionality of the NIRA, 


measure enacted to promote indus- 
trial recovery and save the nation’s 
commerce from destruction at a 
time when industry is paralyzed 
and at a time when an action such 
as price cutting, ordinarily of less 
importance, creates untold reper- 
cussions in the trade. 

“Only two questions,” the answer 
states, “are before the Court: First, 
Is the NIRA unconstitutional? Sec- 
ond, If so, will a failure to grant 
the injunction requested result in 
irreparable harm to the complain- 
ant’s property rights? 

“If the act is constitutional,” it 
continues, “then the question of 
whether a particular person is sub- 
ject to penalties provided therein 
will not be determined by a court 
of equity in advance of a proceed- 
ing by the Government to assess 
such penalties.” 


“Vital to Public at Large.” 


The answer states the conclusion 
that the question involved affects 
not only the plaintiff and other 
members of the industry, “but is of 
vital interest to the public at large 
and a matter of national interest.” 

To grant a preliminary injunc- 
tion, it states, “is in effect to pro- 
hibit the recognition and enforce- 
ment of the act and code and in 
effect holds it to be unconstitution- 
al and of no force and effect.” 

Replying to the company’s claim 
that, it is not engaged in interstate 
commerce, it is stated: “If, as al- 
leged, the plaintiff's business is 
exclusively intrastate and not af- 
fecting interstate commerce, and, as 
alleged, the NIRA and _ cleaners’ 
code apply to and operate only 
upon business engaged in or affect- 
ing interstate commerce and for- 
eign commerce, then the act and 
code cannot apply to plaintiff's 
business and it cannot be injurious- 
ly affected. 


“Would Lead to Price Cutting.” 


| “An injunction would lead to 
price-cutting and to chaotic condi- 
tions in the cleaning industry and 
lead to irreparable damage to the 
plaintiff and all other persons en- 
gaged in the industry.” 

It is contended that MIlinois re- 
tail cleaners would send word tq 
the Howard plant for cleaning and 
thus affect interstate commerce. 
Price-cutting, the answer adds, 
would lead to a price war, with a 
return to sweatshop conditions and 
a lessening demand for machinery 
and equipmgnt, thus affecting in- 
terstate comerce. | 
* The company’s claim that cash 
and carry Cleaners can operate 
more economically than call and 
delivery concerns is denied and 
evidence given at a hearing at 
Washington, when the cleaners’ 
code was being perfected, will be 
submitted in support of this.

“Patriotic merit” is the criterion 
for the approval of the diploma of 
every student who does his “Arbi- 
tur,” or college preparatory work,

Under the December decree, the 
15,000 admitted students are divid- 
ed among the German states ac- 
cording to populations; thus in 
Prussia 8984 were readmitted, in 
Bavaria, 1670 and so on. 

In no case may women students 
in any state exceed 10 per cent 
of the total allotted to that state. 

Parents Complain.

AS WORKERS IN BELGIUM, 


Bill Offered to Senate Would Throw 
400,000 Out of Jobs, It is 
Estimated. 

By the Associated Press. 


BRUSSELS, May 25.—Under a 
drastic bill which has been laid 
befofe the Senate, Belgian fac- 
tories, shops and offices would be 
forbidden to employ women. The 
measure, sponsored by three Chris- 
tian Democrats, Father G. Rutten, 
Paul Segers and Cyrille von Over- 
bergh, would deprive 400,000 wom- 
en of their positions, it is estimat- 
ed. 

The only ones who would be ex- 
empt would be agricultural and 
home workers, servants, private 
secretaries to professional men and 


| women in posts of high responsi- 
bility. 


measure is prompted by their wish 
“to defend the family and to react 
against the tendency prevailing in 
certain industries to supplant male 
workers by female labor.” 


The use of women workers, the 
sponsors add, has had a disastrous 
effect on the mortality among chil- 
dren. They cite figures showing 
that the mortality among children 
less than 5 years old whose moth- 
ers are working in the Ghent tex- 
tile industry, was 39.33 per cent, in 
contrast to the nation’s average of 
23.12 per cent. 

In order not to strike too quickly 
at industry and commerce,, the 
sponsors suggest that the measure 
become effective after a six year 
transitional period.

Maj.. Kempner and Capt. Stevens to Make 
Ascent Near Denver in Magnesium 
Gondola 3-16th of an Inch Thick.

“magic brine” of 
whieh the gondola is made is ob- 
tained from wells near Midland, 
Mich. From the wate: in these 
wells comes a siivery solution. One 
chemical it contains is magnesium 
chloride, from which is obtained the 
magnesium used, one of the lightest 
of metals. The gondola will be 95 
per cent pure magnesium. It is 
made of eight sections, placed to- 
gether by careful welding of pieces 
similar to slices of orange peel. The 
shell is less than three-sixteenths 
of an inch in thickness, and with- 
out its equipment and fittings for 
the flight, it weighs about 450 
pounds. If it were made of steel it 
would weigh apout a ton. 

Two manholes have been made 
near the top of the ball—above the 
equator line—one for each of the 
two men who will occupy it. During 
the descent these will be opened to 
allow air to reach the occupants. 
During the flight they will be 
served with proper amounts of air 
to breathe through specially in- 
stalled tanks. 

There are dozens of small port- 
holes in the gondola, all air-tight 
Some will serve for observation 
purposes. Others permit insertion 
of cameras. In others various sci- 
entific instruments will be placed. 

One giass-covered porthole is at 
the top to permti full vision of the 
base of the huge balloon and its ap- 
pendix. A large thermometer at- 
tached to the bottom of the bag will 
tell Maj. Kempner at all times the 
temperature of the hydrogen gas. 

The bottom of the metal ball con- 
tains a large camera, which will 
make photographs of.-.- -urth. 
Camers on the sides will furnish 
oblique and other angie photo- 
graphs. 

A ring of windows forming the 
equator of the gondola will permit 
views of the skies, and another 
group of* windows will permit | 
ground observations. 

Shot Used for Ballast. 

A question of balius. for the 
flight puzzled experts until suracone 
hit upon the idea of using small 
shot. This was agreed upon, then 
it dawned on the experts that to 
release the shot would cause the 
escape of valuable air. 

Tdsave the air for the balloon- 
ists within the gondola a two-story 
hopper was devised, the lower half 
air tight. When the lower hopper 
has been filled with the shot, about 
as smaN as mustard seed, a faucet 
wi". be turned and the shot will flow 
out, thus saving the air. 

The flight will take place on the 
great northern plains, north and 
east of Denver, where clear weather 
is provided, and where current 
winds will permit the balloon to 
travel at least *00 miles eastward. 
The flight is expected to last at 
least 12 hours. 

The ball will be suspended from 
the balloon in a cradle, bound by 
shelving bands, fitting close to thei wa 


ball, and fitted to these bands will 
be ropes, which will hang from the 
balloon. 

The construction of the balloon, 
the largest ever built, called for the 
utmost care. It will be transported 
from Akron, O., to the scene of the 
flight by army trucks especially 
built for. the purpose. 

In the factory Egyptian cotton 
was woven into cloth and run over 
iluminated glass tubes to determine 
weak spots and later pressed into 
3? layers of rubber to make the bag 
as strong as humanly possibie. —_ 

The bag is three times as large 
as that of any balloon ever beforé 
constructed. More than seven and 
two-thirds miles of cloth were used 
in its construction. More than 88 
employes of the Goodyear-Zeppelig 
Co., under J. F. Cooper, made the 
bag. Without ropes or valves tnd 
bag weighs approximately 4700 
pounds. With gondola, ropes, valveg 
and other attachments the balloon 
will weigh close to 5000 pounds, but 
when it rises from the earth will 
carry about eight tons. 

Capt. Stevens and Maj. Kempner 
think eight or 10 hours will be nec- 
lessary to inflate the bag with 3, 
000,000 feet of hydrogen gas before 
their take-off. — 

Electric “Brains.” . 

c “brains” and photograph» 
ic eyes will help make up the as 
sortment of the ton of unusual and 
scientific instruments which Ste 
vens and Kepner will take with 
them. A series of shelves will 
bear instruments which will record 
scientific data. 

The electric “brain” will maké 
pictures straight downward throug} 
the bottom of the ball every min- 
ute and a half by means of 
an electric gear system attached to 
acamera. The photographs will bé 
on seven by nine-inch films, each 
showing an era of 150 miles square, 

Between pictures the electric 
“brain” winds the camera for th 
next exposure. Sufficient film wi 
be carried to make 300 photograha, 
From the frequent photographs 
later calculations will show thé 
height of the balloon at any given 
‘time. These results will be checked 
against barometer readings, and 
from these developments accuraté 
altitude tables, used by balloonists 
and flyers, will be compiled. Thé 
présent tables have been made en⸗ 
tirely on observations in lower 
levels, : 

Other cameras will be operated 
by this electric “brain.” These ex- 
posures will record instrument reads 
ings. One camera has been made 
to slide up and down a track in 
front of the barometer box, and it 
will photograph two barometers, the 
face of a watch, a compass and «4 
thermometer. : 
Another camera will take pic’ 
tures of the electrically operated 
pointers of two thermometer me 
ters and the face of a watch. Thé 
thermometers will be outside the 
globe to record temperatures at 
stratosphere levels.

- NEW YORK, May 25.—Testi- 
mony to support the Government’s 
charge that Joseph W. Harriman 
illegally used the collateral of a 
loan to bolster the stock of the 
Harriman National Bank and Trust 
Co. was presented to a Federal 
jury today by Dr. Preston B. Sat- 
terwhite, a retired surgeon. 
Harriman, former president of 
the bank, and Albert M. Austin, 
former executive vice-president, are 
on trial before Federal Judge John 


C. Knox on charges of causin 
false entries to be made in the 
books of the bank. Harriman is 
additionally charged with convert- 
ing $300,000 to his own use. The 
$300,008 was the value of 15,000 
shares of Standard Oil of New Jer- 
sey, which Dr. Satterwhite testi- 
fied he pledged against a $300,000 
loan. The Government charges 
Harriman converted the stock to 
buy stock of his own bank. 

Documentary evidence pertain- 
ing to the loan included several let- 
ters which mentioned the stock and 
a note, which was blank where col- 
lateral would have been mentioned. 
Dr. Satterwhite said the agree- 
ment he made with Harriman 
called for the posting of the stock, 
to be backed by valuable objects 
of art. The stock was subsequently 
delivered to the bank from the Na- 
tional City Bank, where Dr. Satter- 
white reduced a loan to release it. 

Dr. Satterwhite told of a con- 
versation with Austin, in which he 
quoted himself as saying that his 
loan was in fine shape, because 
Standard Oil stock had risen in 
value, and Austin as saying: “Yes, 
don’t worry. It’s in splendid 
shape.” 

After that, he said, he signed a 
renewal note reducing the interest 
on the loan. - 

The defense contended Dr. Sat- 
terwhite lent the stock to Harri- 
man and did not put it up for col- 
lateral.

ABOVE BOOK VALUE 


Report to “Trade Commie. 
sion on Purchase by Mo- 
hawk Hudson Holding 
Company. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, May . 25.—Mo- 
hawk Hudson Power Corporation 
was said in a Tradc Commission 
summary today to have paid about 
$32,000,000 more than the book 
value for the several companies 
it has acquired as a holding com- 
pany in the Niagara Hudson Power 
Corporation group. 


The summary, placed in the rec-: 


ord of the commission’s utility in- 
quiry, did not characterize this 
amount as a write-up. It explained 
that part of the increase was made 
with the permission of the New 
York State Public Service Com- 
mission. . 

“The combined book value of the 
securities acquired by the Mohawk 
Hudson Power Corporation,” the 
summary said, “by exchange of se- 
curities, as a resuli of the organ- 
ization agreements, amounted to 
$38,864,930.” 

The corporation was required by 
the Public Service Commission to 
value the securities at this figure 
until 1927, when this requirement 
was rescinded. The corporation 
then set up the securities on the 
basis of their liquidation value, or 
at a figure of $53,804,684, about $14,- 
939,754 over the book value. 

Later acquisitions were increased 
in like manner from a book value 
of $15,804,457 to a liquidation value 
of $17,354,288. 

The total book value of the’ se- 
curities acquired was thus $54,669,- 
387 against a liquidation value of 
$86,963,429, so that the total con- 
sideration paid fer the securities 
was $32,294,042 in excess of the 
book value. 

The summary also disclosed the 
rate of return to Mohawk Hudson 
on its common stock equity in each 
of the years 1928 to 1931, “after 
deducting a small write-up,” was 
9.7, 13.8, 13.4 and 10.9 per cent, re- 
spectively. 

Disobeyed State Commission. 

Testimony that the Ohio Public 
Service Co., Cities Service subsidi- 
ary, failed to obey the Ohio Public 
Utilities Commission in listing as 
an asset a bond discount of $1,600,- 
000 was made by a commission in- 
vestigator, 

A. E. Lundvall, the investigator, 
gave this testimony in describing 
the merger of the Sandusky Gas & 


| Electric Co., Port Clinton Electric 


Light & Power Co., Northwestern 
Ohio Railway & Power Co. and 
Central Ohio Gas Co, with Ohio 
Public Service in 1924. 

Lundvall said Ohio Public Service 
was ordered by the Ohio Commis- 
sion to sell preferred stock at not 
less than par and bonds at not less 
than 80 per cent of their principal 
amount in paying for the proper- 
ties acquired. 

The Ohio,Commission further or- 
dered that any discount sustained 
in the sale of bonds was to be cutt 
down by charges to operations, but 
Lundvall said the company capital- 
ized the bond discount, thus mak- 
ing an asset item of it rather than 
reducing it by amortization. 

Robert Burns, Cities Service coun- 
sel, in a statement said: “Most of 
the $1,600,000 of bond discounts was 
eliminated by the company in 1928 
and this elimination resulted in the 
discount being amortized at a fast- 
er rate than that originally required 
by the commission.”

Cause Many Drownings, 
Says Jack Pleimann. 


Entering on his sixteenth season 
on the Meramec tiver, Jack Piei- 
mann, professional diver, observed 
today that “99 per cent of the drown- 
ings are ceused by sheer careless- 
ness” and gave some safety sug- 
gestions which he has — out 
of hig experience. 
Pleimann, who is one aes a few 
professional fresh water divers in 
the country, and who has recovered 
scores of bodies in this area, said 
thet the desire to “show-off” is 
responsible for many fatalities. 

“It’s a good rule just to keep 
your hands off the other fellow,” 
Pleimann said, “unless you are go- 
ing to his aid. It’s dangerous to duck 
people. It’s not a sport. 
“A man needs all the breath he 
has when he’s in the water. Some- 
times a person who is ducked 
comes up gasping for air, only to be 
shoved under again by someone 
else. Drownings have been caused 
in that way, the victim sinking in 
the midst of a group of frolickers 
and not missed for hours.” 
Attempts to swim back and forth 
across the river should not be un- 
dertaken, he continued, unless the 
swimmer is followed closely by a 
boat. Often inexperienced -swim- 
mers try todisplay their endurance, 
lose their wind and suddenly co} 
lapse and sink, he said. 
“Above all, don’t be too daripg,” 
cautioned Pleimann, “and remem- 
ber the water is no place in which 


How Waders Drown. 


“Waders. are often drowned be- 
cause they wade on tip-toe trying 
to see how far they can go, and 
find themselves all at once in deep 
water,” he said. “The’ wader, who 
usually can’t swim, gets panic- 
stricken, opens his mouth to 
scream, swallows water, flounders 
vainly about.” 
Plieimann, known as “Jack, the 
diver,” urged those who find them- 
selves in difficulties in the water to 
remember “to keep your mouth 
shut” so as, not to swallow water. 
No one really knows the forma- 
tion of the bottom of much of the 
Meramec, he continued. He regards 
it as “a tricky river,” its frequent- 
ly shifting bed causing holes and 
“step offs.” In many places it is 
possible to step suddenly from wa- 
ter a foot or so deep, he said, “into 
a hole 30 feet deep.” 
Pleimann warned against the 
danger of going in the water when 
overheated, as it often causes 
— Except for experienced 
mers, no one should go canoe- 
ing without wearing a life vest, he 
added. He customarily wears one, 
although he is an expert swimmer. 
“If people will only use common 
sense’-and caution the drownings in 
the Meramec would be reduced,” ‘he 
said, “and if the motor boats could 
be taken off the river they would 
be reduced still more.” 
Motor boats cutting in and out 
among swimmers have resulted in 
numerous accidents, he said. Ca- 
noes sometimes are upset by ‘their 
wash. 
Pieimann, who has aided in rais- 
ing boats on many inland riveys, 
has been diving since he was 23 


tele among boat owners along the 
Mississippi, Ohio and Missouri riv- 
ers. A few days ago he returned 
to his home at 812 Military road, 
after two weeks spent in raising a 
dredge in 30 feet of water near Cin- 


165 Feet His Deepest Dive. 
His deepest dive, he recalled, was 
one of 165 feet, made two years ago 
in a quarry at Ashiand and Euclid 
avenues, in recovering the body of a 
boy. He uses a regulation diving 
outfit, with copper helmet, but not 
weighted so heavily as those used 
by deep-sea divers.

Joseph E. McNally F 
Charles B. Hodges Ran, 
Disobeying Order. 


Joseph E. McNally, general sales 
manager of the Goodwill Industries 
o. St. Louis, had been puzzled for 
the ‘last few weeks by systematic 
thefts of clothing from the Good- 
will Industries store at 401 South 
Tenth street, Zast St. Louis.

destroyer reported by wireless to 
headquarters here. 

His condition was said to be hope- 
ful and his’ bride, with whom he 
was taking a Jhoneymoon trip when 
he was stricken, was with him on 
the .destroyer. 

‘The two United States navy 
planes which carried doctors to 
Robinson, left the Galapagos an 
hour and one-half before the de- 
stroyer. They are * to make 
the return flight to Balboa in 
about 10 hours. 

Robinson was reported doing as 
well as could be expected today fol- 
lowing an appendicitis operation 
performed by United States Navy 
surgeons who flew 1000 miles to his 
bedside at Tagus Cove, 

Robinson, stricken Sunday aboard 
bis little .round-the-world honey- 
moon ketch, the Svaap, was oper- 
ated on last night after the arrival 
of the Hale from the Canal Zone. 
Two Navy seaplanes med- 
ical officers and supplies had pre- 
ceded the destroyer.

KANSAS CITY F Mo,, May 2.— 
Two St. Louisans addressed the 
National Conference of Social Work 
ere yesterday. They were Dr. 
/ Fred. J. Taussig; professor of clin- 
ical obstetrics at Washington Uni- 
versity Medical School, and Miss 
Ruth Kahn, dietitian-of the social 
service department of the universi- 
“ty’s clinics. 

Dr. Taussig said there had been 
an alarming increase in illegal op- 
erations in the last 30 years. “In 
my opinion,” he declared, “the most 
effective measure that, under pres- 
ent economic conditions and with 
the prevailing opinion against le- 


galized abortion, offers hope of ma- 


terial improvement, is the wide- 
spread instruction of mothers in 
birth control.” } 

There is reason to believe, he 
said, that as many mothers die 
from _ self-inflicted illegal opera- 
tions as from complications attend- 
ing childbirth. He estimated that 
the country has about 811,000 abor- 
tions, with 16,000 to 17,000 resultant 
deaths annually, more than two- 
thirds of the cases being “confess- 
edly induced.” The percentage of 
induced cases increases as the 
number of children in a family in- 
creases, he said, and the depres- 
sion has definitely increased the 
number of deaths from illegal op- 
erations. 

In addition to wider dissemina- 
tion of birth control information, 
Dr. Taussig suggested the follow- 
ing measures: Increased punish- 
ment of offenders in illegal opera- 
tions; improving underlying eco- 
nomic factors; public education re- 
garding the seriousness of induced 
abortion; better training of physi- 
cians in handling affected cases, 
and broadening of the field of in- 
dications justifying therapeutic 
abortion. He also urged an income 
tax exemption of $1000 for each 
child, rather than the $400 allowed 
by the Federal government. 

Need of Adequate Diet. 

Miss Kahn, discussing the need 
for better understanding of nutri- 
tion problems by social case work 
ers, said: “Not only is instruction 
for an adequate diet necessary for 
the people on relief, but it is also 
important for those with adequate 
incomes, as shown in a recent 
study by the St. Louis Health Di- 
vision.” : 

This study, she related, was-made 
by interviewing 8136 families, repre- 
senting a population of 32,158 in all 
sections of the city. Here were 
some of the findings: 

Diets reported by 9.2 per cent of 
the families were adequate under 
Federal Department of Home Eco- 
nomics Standards; 62.7 per cent got 
milk daily; 72.4 per cent used fruit 
daily, but 2 per cent used no fruit; 
85.6 had vegetables, other than po- 
tatoes, daily, but .3 of 1 per cent 
used none; in 2320 families having 
children notwover 6 years of age, 
13.9 per cent showed a lack of 
cereal, milk and oranges or to- 


lows: set aside enough to provide 
a quart of milk daily for each child 
a pint for each adult; divide 
remainder into three equal 
parts, using one-third for fruits and 
vegetables, one-third for bread, ce- 
reals. butter and other fats, and 
one-third for meat; eggs, sweets 
and miscellaneous food.

MORGENTHAU INDORSES PLAN 
TO TAX SILVER SPECULATORS 


Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 25.—Secre- 
tary of the Treasury Morgenthau 
said today the administration was 
“very anxious” to .eep the specu- 
lators’ tax in the new silver bill. 
Testifying before the House Ways 
and Means Committee on the mea- 
sure to make silver one-fourth of 
the nation’s monetary stock, Mor- 
genthau said of the provision to tax 
silver speculators 50 per cent of 
their profit: 

“If the bill does become law, le- 
gitimate manufacturers of silver 
will be exempt. The only others 
to be affected are speculators who 


the Government. There is no rea- 
son why he (the speculator) should 
not pay the tax of 50 per cent. In 
my opinion it is a modest tax.” 
Asked by Representative Cooper 
(Dem.), Tennessee, whether “the 
administration is for the bill as it 
is presented,” Morgenthau replied, 
“Absolutely.”

Startling Bureaucratic Rule.” 

“We are startled,” he continued, 
“9 find ourselves subject to bu- 
reaucratic rule down to the smaill- 
est and most intimate activities 
that enter into our daily lives. It 
makes a Democrat thoughtful to 
behold such a transformation of 
the United States of America.” 

Colby, belonging to a party which 
he said, “throughout our history 
has jealously resisted every undue 
tension of governmental func- 
tion at the expense of the 
individual liberty,” declared, “I feel 
entitled to ascertain what has hap- 
pened to my party that its present 
leaders should be so intent upon 
crashing every sentiment and gar- 
every principle regarded 
heretofore as characterizing the 
Democratic party.”

NEW YORK, May 25.—The na- 
tion’s steef industry will continue 
to. “maintain the open shop,” Eu- 
gene G. Grace, president of the 
Bethlehem Steel Corporation, de- 
clared last night at a dinner of the 
American Iron & Steel Institute. 
He said he believed he voiced the 
opinion of everyone present. _ 

Employe representation plans, 
Grace said, were practical because 


“they embody a mutuality of inter- 
ests. They do not provide for out- 
siders or organizations foreign to 
our industry to dictate ‘to the men 
and management of the industry as 
to what constitutes proper relation- 
ship between them.” 

By continuing to maintain the 
open shop, Grace declared the in- 
dustry would “insure to employes 
the recognition and reward for in- 
dividual effort as against the closed 
union shop where all men are 
equal.” ° 

Grace spoke after being present-~- 
ed the Gary memorial medal for 
in the 
iron and steel industry by Charles 
M. Schwab, who announced his 
resignation as chairman of the 
board of the institute. 

Small and large producers and 
small and/large consumers “are for 
the first time on equal footing,” 
Grace continued, 


Says Competition Is Free. 


“Statements to the contrary not- 
withstanding, competition is as 
keen and as free to operate as ever. 
The only change has been that dis- 
honest and unfair practices for the 
good of all have been eliminated. 

“We are proud of our record and 
the accomplishments to date and 
are willing to accept full responsi- 
bility for them. All we ask for is 
confidence, patience and indulgence, 
for there is a great deal to. be 
done.” 

The industry as a whole during 
the first quarter of the year lost 
money, he told his audience. 

“This or any other industry,” 
Grace said, “cannot survive indefi- 
nitely on any such basis, for only 
by a profitable business can the in- 
terest of the stockholder, the em- 
ploye, the management and _ the 
public be truly served and protect- 
ed.” 

He expressed the belief “the pub- 
lic is beginning to appreciate and 
realize the earnestness and sincer- 
ity of our efforts” as a result of a 
“more enlightened” management of 
the industry as now conducted 
through the American Iron & Steel 
Institute. 

Opposes Professional Unions. 

Opposition to dealing with “pro- 
fessional unions” was voiced today 
by T. M. Girdler, chairman of the 
Republic Steel Corporation. 

“If anyone thinks he is géing to 
get any temporary advantage by 
fooling around with a profession- 
al union,” he said, “I wish he would 
get it out of his head.” 

Company employe representatives 
get better results than union men, 
he contended. 

“We are not going to deal with 
the Amalgamated or any other 
professional union,” he continued, 
“even. if we have to shut down.” 

W. A. Irvin, president of the U. 
S. Steel Corporation, said: “Em- 
ployes do not want to deal with 
their employers at long range if 
they can do so face to face.” 

The Wagner labor bill now before 
a Senate committee, Irvin _ said, 
contains provisions “which would 
go far to defeat the very laudable 
purposes which I know must be 


‘by the union, whose membership 


in the mind of the author of the 
bill. : 

“As I see it, this bill, designed 
to minimize industrial conflict, 
would have the effect of seriously 
increasing the chances of such con- 
flict.” 

Objection to Wagner Bill. 

Irvin said the measure would 
hinder the recovery program and 
“would tend to lessen or even pre- 
vent the constant and friendly re- 
lation between employe-and em- 
ployer that is so necessary to the 
proper and ‘successful conduct of 
any business.” 

E. T. Weir, chairman of the’ Na- 
tional Steel Corporation said un- 
certainty caused by varied opinions 
as to what is necessary to re- 
establish prosperity “make it very 
easy to lose our long established 
moorings.” 

“We have always believed in our 
principles,” he said. “Now, more 
than ever, we should hold fast to 
them and if necessary fight for 
them.” 

Surveying.the operation of the 
steel code, Walter S. Tower, the in- 
stitute’s executive secretary, said 
that “in general it seems fair to 
state that both the National Recov- 
ery Administration and the mem- 
bers of the steel code have felt 
that the code has helped very sub- 
stantially in the national recovery 
program, and that with some modi- 
fication which the board of direc- 
tors consider desirable it should be 
continued after May 31.” 

Summarizing reports from 190 
code members, Tower said the facts 
do not lend “any support to the 
agitators’ cry that the steel code 
tends to oppress or to eliminate 
the small producer.” 

Schwab addressed the meeting 
several hours before he offered his 
resignation and declared the steél 
industry was in a better position to 
govern itself than ever. before. 

“I believe,” he said, “that the 
greatest accomplishment of al] the 
legislation which we have witnessed 
in the last 18 months has been the 
fostering of self-government in in- 
dustry. If, out of the terrible times 
of the last four years, we have 
learned the lesson of self-rule, the 
reward will be worth the cost.” 

Schwab said he was _ resigning 
because of his age and the condi- 
tion of his health. 


Steel Strike Unless Union Is Recog- 
nized, Says Leader. 
By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, May 25.—A na- 
tion-wide strike is probable next 
month, Michael F. Tighe, president 


of the Amalgamated Association of 
Iron, Steel and Tin Workers, said 
yesterday, unless the industry rec- 
ognized the union. 

“There is no question of our back- 
ing down,” Tighe said.. “The work- 
ers themselves decided our course 
at their convention a few weeks 
ago. Their resolution calls for a 
walkout unless recognition is grant- 
ed by the middle of June, 1934. We 
have no choice but to carry out 
their orders.” 

Tighe reiterated that no definite 
date has been set for a “holiday” 


officials have estimated at more

Formal demand for recognition 
as collective bargaining agents for 
steel workers was made this week 
by the. union on the principal steel 
concern#, with June 10 set at the 
deadline for answers. .

sentence of 18 to 20 years for “at- 


tempting to incite insurrection” and 


Assistant Superior-John Hudson of 


the Fulton (Atlanta) County Su- 
perior Court, who prosecuted Hern- 


don, said six other persons under 
similar charges would be brought to 
trial as soon as possible. 


Under the charge on which all 


will Be tried the death penalty is 


possible but the jury can recom- 


mend mercy and fix the punishment 


as it did in Herndon’s case. 

Hudson said the cases would be 
“followed up vigorously” AS 
“Georgia intends to rid itself of 
communism.” 

Indicted on charges similar to 
those against Herndon are Annie 
Burlack, described by officials as a 
teacher in communistic schools in 
the east and a figure in labor trou- 
bles in the north; Mary Dalton, Joe 
Carr, M. H. Powers and two Ne- 


groes. 


Herndon’s attorney fought the 


conviction on the grounds Negroes 
were excluded from the jury and 


the term “darky” was used in the 
courtroom in reference to Herndon. 
The Supreme Court said a standard 


dictionary defined “darky” as mean- 


ing, “Negro” and it was not a term 


of opprobrium. 


Hudson said when Herndon was 
arrested officers found literature 
advocating the establishment of a 
Negro nation in the southern states 
and secession from the United 
States. 

Under the indictment. for “at- 
tempting to incite insurrection,” 
Hudson charged Herndon with so- 


liciting membership in the Commun- 


ist party of America, with advo- 
cating the overthrow of the Gov- 
ernment of the State of Georgia by 
force. 

He said it was the purpose of 
“such gangs, groups and associa- 
tions” to overthrow the constituted

DUBLIN, Irish Free State, May 
25.—President Eamon de Valera’s 
bill to abolish the Free State Sen- 
ate was finally passed by the Dail 
Eireann today, by a vote of 54 to 
38, It had hung fire for nearly two 
months.

The House rushed the bill to 
passage so that it might go to con- 
ference early next week for an ad- 
justment of differences with the 
measure approved more than two 
months ago by the Senate. The two 
main differences are: 

The Senate voted to continue the 
present deposit insurance plan, 
guaranteeing 100 per cent deposits 
up to $2500. The House raised the 
guarantee to $5000. Both measures 
postpone until July 1, 1935, inaugu- 
ration of the permanent plan guar- 
anteeing 100 per cent deposits to 
$10,000, 75 per cent to $50,000 and 
50 per cent over $50,000. 

The promise of a billion dollars 
to aid depositors in closed banks is 


which would authorize the Federal 
Deposit Insurance Corporation to 
expend its present $450,000,000 cap- 
ital five times. Half this sum, the 
House rider provided, might be

WISH to commend you for the very 

excellent editorial, “Roads to Better 
Housing,” which appeared in last Sun- 
day’s Post-Dispatch. 

As you know, my housing committee 
is still awaiting instructions from the 
Emergency Housing Corporation, in con- 
nection with the project developed by the 
City Plan Commission, which was sub- 
mitted to the corporation late in January. 
Since that time, we have had several 
letters from Mr. Kohn, the dirtctor, as- 
suring us that he would visit St. Louis.

Blind Tigers in St. Louis. 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

T IS said there are approximately 1800 

saloons or taverns in St. Louis and only 
about 1000 of them have applied for li- 
censes to sell liquor. Presumably the rest 
are dispensing only 3.2 per cent beer. 
Licensed saloons must close between mid- 
night and 6 a, m. and remain closed all 
day Sunday. The others are open 2 
hours a day, including Sunday. 

Few believe strong beer and hard liquor 
cannot be obtained in these places. In 
fact, it is said all or nearly all of them 
are “cheating.” How to stop evasion of 
the liquor law is a serious problem. Most 
of these cheaters sell forbidden beer and 
Hquor only to regular customers—people 
they know. A stranger is politely told 
they handle only 3.2. The police have no 
more authority to raid them without a 
search warrant than they had during the 
prohibition era. The solution, of course, 
is to demand that the next State Legisla- 
ture, which meets next January, repeal 
the 3.2 per cent beer law.

Pessimism Amid Recovery 


HE immediate situation is described as 
accurately as it can be in a sentence by 
Col. Ayres, when he says, in his latest 


bulletin, that “business confidence has not 
been holding up as well as have the business 
statistics.” There can be no: doubt that for 
some weeks we have had a marked diver- 
gence between the actual facts as to recov- 
ry and the way business men feel and talk 
about them. 


Thus, for six months the country has had 


ad sustained advance in production, from an 
index of 72 in November to 8 in April. This 


._ is elmost as great and as fast a recovery as 


the country enjoyed between 1921 and 1922, 
when it came out of the first post-war col- 
lapse into an era of great prosperity. Yet 
since February, while this truly amazing re- 
covery in business, in employment and in 
profits has been taking place, the’ prices of 
stocks, which reflect hopes and fears, have 
been declining, and in financial circles and 
among business men, there has been a grow- 
ing pessimism. They are obviously better 
off than they were, but they feel worse 
about it. 

It is, therefore, interesting to consider 
what are the probable causes of the contra- 
diction, between men’s feelings on the one 
hand and the cold figures on the other. Such 
an analysis must be a matter of personal 
judgment, for, of course, it is impossible to 
prove conclusively why masses of men are 
in a certain mood. But the attempt may be 
of some use.

It is possible, it seems to me, to distinguish 
between relatively superficial causes cof the 
bearish sentiment and a much more substan- 
tial] one. Thus, it is evident that business 
sentiment has been powerfully influenced

E ARE in foreign trade. It has bees 

profitable and valuable to our citizens 
over our entire history. There is no way out 
of it without sacrifices, of which we may s¢ 
the beginning, but cannot see the end. 

It should be, and is, possible to arrangt 
our foreign trade so as to take care of our 
exportable surpluses; to import those good 
that are of most value from the standpoint 
of their contribution to our income and em 
ployment, and to do this so that we increase 
the standards of living, the employment and 
rate of wages. 

This cannot be done, however, without sta 
ble arrangements with other countries. Our 
foreign trade would be contributing a good 
deal more to the national income than it is 
now contributing, if we were not faced with 
the constant rearrangement of quotas, the 
imposition of embargoes or the changes la 
tariffs. The limitations on exchange, o> 
taining in some 30-odd countries, and the & 
istence of frozen funds further complicate 
the eituation. 


We do not know how long any particulat 
arrangement will last. -We know that thes 
provisions have changed from time to time 
with sufficient speed t& make it impossible 
to organize the business on any stable basis. 
The question is not one of simply promu- 
gating the tariff. It is one of providing a 
rar.gements with other countries which will 
establish the groundwork of stability.

diet. Mexican rice, with tomatoes 
and peppers, is one of the dishes we 
copy often. Tamales, which are al- 
most as famous outside of Mexico 
as chili con carne, are a mixture of 
meat or chicken hot with chili, fold- 
ed in corn meal dough, rolled in a 
corn husk and steamed. Canned sal- 
mon and sardines, said to be popular 
among the well-to-do in Mexico, 
should be comparatively cheap and 
excellent foods for Mexicans in the 
United States. Chocolate and cof- 
fee are favorite Mexican drinks, 
and here is a chance to supply in 
part the greatest deficiency of the 
Mexican diet, namely milk. Evapor- 
ated milk or dried skim milk should 
be useful here, both in making 
chocolate and for the hot milk 
which is added to Mexican coffee. 
Relief workers say that the lack of 
milk is painfully apparent in Mex- 
ican children, and they of course 
need to be taught to like milk as 
milk. 

Following are some suggested 
combinations of Mexican dishes, 
and some low-cost recipes adapted 
for use in “the States.” 

Suggested Combinations. 

Tamale pie, greens, fruit (add 
milk for children), banana omelet, 
colache, tortillas (add milk for chil- 
dren), frijoles (Mexican beans), 
fried bananas, tortillas (add milk 
for children), caldo (vegetable and 
meat soup), rice or spaghetti in the 
soup, tortillas (add milk for chil- 
iren). 

Mexican Rice. 

One-half cup chopped onion. 

One green pepper, chopped. 

Three tablespoons fat (or one- 
third pound salt pork diced and 
fried until crisp). 

One cup rice. 

One quart tomatoes-(or No. 2 can 
and two cups stock or water). 

One and one-half teaspoons salt. 
Pepper. 

Brown onion and pepper in the 
fat, and remove. Wash the rice 
and drain well. Fry until light 
brown in the pan used for the 
onion and pepper, stirring with a 
fork to keep the kernels separated. 
Add onion and pepper mixture, to- 
matoes, and seasoning. Cover and 
cook until the rice is tender. Add 
a little boiling water if the tomato 
juice is absorbed before the rice is 
done. This is similar to Italian Ri- 
sotto. : 

Mexican Beans (Frijoles) 

Two cups dried red beans, 

Two quarts water, 

One and a half teaspoons salt, 
One-quarter pound bacon, ham or 
salt pork, 

Three-quarters cup chopped on- 
ion, 

Two cups tomatoes or one cup 
tomato and 

One cup tomato sauce, 

One tedspoon salt, _ 

Pepper to taste. 

Soak beans overnight. Drain and 
add fresh water and one and a half 
teaspoons salt. Let simmer for two 
hours. Drain. In the meantime 
brown the bacon, ham, or salt pork 
in a frying pan. Remove from the 
pan and add chopped onion. Com- 
bine beans, tomatoes, bacon, and 
onion and seasonings. Pour into 
a baking dish and cook one and a 
half hours in a moderate oven (350 
degrees Fahrenheit). Save the wa- 
ter in which the beans were cooked 
for soup. 


Colache. 
One pound shredded string beans, 
One to two tablespoons chopped 
onion, 
Two tablespoons fat or oil,

5-DAY 40-HOUR WORK WEEK 
UNDER LEAD MINING CODE 
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By the Associated Press. 
WASHINGTON, May 25—A 40- 

hour work week was established 
in the lead mining industry by the 
code approved by Hugh 8S. Johnson 
last night. The work will be re- 
stricted to five days of eight hours 
each. 

Minimum wages, unskilled labor, 
mining, 40 cents an hour above 
ground, 47% cents under ground; 
processing, 35 cents; smelting and 
refining, 40 cents; lead pigments 
division, 35 cents; ‘metallic lead 
products and lead foil. The smelt- 
ing and refining division was given 
a 5-cent differential for the South. 

A report to President Roosevelt 
stated the industry had 14,000 em- 
ployes, about half the 1929 num- 
ber. Accumulated stocks of lead 
mined during the depression exceed 
one year’s consumption at the pres- 
ent rate. Mining operations have 
been restricted to 46 per cent of 
1929. ,

DR. CHARLES COURBOIN GIVES

Dr. Charlies Courboin gave a re- 
cital last night on the new organ 
at the Bethel Evangelical Lutheran 
Church, Big Bend and Forsythe 
boulevards.

Such 
material brings the instrument into 
unsuccessful rivalry with the or- 
chestra, and calls for a style of 
playing that is florid and’ rather 
beyond the dynamic equipment of 
the instrument. Unfortunately Dr. 
Courboin carried this style over 
‘into the Bach, giving himself a free- 
dom in tempo variations and shad- 
ing which did not add to the ef- 
fectiveness of the severe conception 
implied in the writing. 

Dr. Courboin demonstrated — last 
night that his technical equipment 
was up to any requirements’ the 
program might have made on him. 
His playing was fluent and for the 
most part 7full of ease. 

He was assisted by the St. Louis 
A Capella Choir, which sang four 
‘numbers under the direction of 
William B. Heyne.

Well, I can’t see where senti- 
mentality is one of the seven deadly 
sins. If it is a crime not to want 
to see helpless, trusting animals 
mistreated, I plead guilty. I am 
not opposed to the advancement of 
medical science and I admit I 
haven’t quite as much feeling for 
guinea pigs as I haye for dogs, but 
the reason they don’t use guinea 
pigs is because they have to.pay a 
nickel a-piece for them or raise 
them-to order, while they get the 
dogs for nothing after somebody e!se 
has raised them. A great many 
notable persons, not suspected of 
being sentimentalists, are opposed 
to vivisection altogether—Cardinal 
Manning, Cardinal Gibbons, George 
Bernard Shaw—you may not like 
him but you wouldn’t call him sen- 
timental. George Arliss, to name a 
few. Mark Twain once wrote, 
‘Grant the vivisectionists all their 
claims in the interest of science and 
humanity and I am still against the 
practice.’
